Drunk Driver and Drug Dealer Get Prison Terms 


October 9 in the 38rd Cir- 
cuit Court, Jeffrey Thomas 
Rust, 60, Kalamazoo was 
sentenced to 24 to 60 
months in prison for operat- 
ing a vehicle while intoxi- 
cated, third offense. 

On May 24, 2019, Rust was 
driving at approximately 
3:00 a.m. on US 31 in Hayes 
Township and crossed the 
fogline. Michigan State Po- 
lice stopped his vehicle, ad- 
ministered field sobriety 
tests and discovered Rust 
had a blood alcohol level of 
.102, according to a police 
affidavit filed in the case. 

Though the conviction 
was actually Rust’s sixth 
conviction for drinking and 
driving, the third offense 
notice in this case is the 
highest notice provided in 
Michigan law. 

The maximum penalty 
for operating a vehicle 
while intoxicated, third of- 
fense is five years in prison. 

“This was a sentence 
where the court correctly 
focused on protection of the 
public,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “A person 
who has been convicted of 
drunk driving five times be- 
fore has shown they cannot 
be trusted not to drink and 
drive. The only way to keep 
the public safe, unfortu- 
nately, is to lock them up.” 

Also this afternoon, 
Judge Roy C. Hayes III sen- 
tenced Kyle Spencer Rusch, 
24, Cadillac, to 51 to 240 
months in prison. Rusch 
was convicted of selling 
nine grams of methamphet- 
amine to a confidential in-

formant in East Jordan on 
April 26, 2019. 

According to the probable 
cause affidavit, Rusch drove 
from Cadillac to East Jor- 
dan where he sold $450 
worth of methampheta- 
mine. Police searched the 
vehicle Rusch was in and 
seized an additional 19.2 
grams of methampheta- 
mine. 

“With respect to the drug 
case, I commend the work 
of Sheriff Chuck Vondra 
and the Joint Operative Law 
Enforcement Team 
(“JOLT”),” Telgenhof said. 
“They have been instru- 
mental in helping keep 
these dangerous drugs out 
of Charlevoix County. This 
defendant had been buying 
meth from the Grand 
Rapids area and bringing it 
up into our county.” 

Telgenhof continued, “We 
are very fortunate to have 
our own drug team. Not 
many other counties our 
size, if any, are able to uti- 
lize this type of resource.”

Although his 
Military discharge has him as 
attending school thru the 7th 
grade, it was always assumed 
by his family that he only went 
through 5th grade. He left 
home during the depression 
and lived a hobo life, jumping 
trains to travel across the 
country looking for work, then 
sending money back home to 
his parents. At ago 20, he was 
living with his Uncle in Hazel 
Park Michigan, working as a 
farm laborer. His Uncle called 
him HOBO, that eventually 
was shortened to just Bo, 
which everyone knew him by. 
On November 9, 1936 in Cen- 
tral Lake Michigan, he mar- 
ried Mary Ella Nickerson. 
They would have a family of 
three children prior to his 
WWII Draft Registration on 16 
October 1940. While working at 
the munitions plant in 
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Ellsworth Michigan, his draft 
number came up. He could 
have received a deferment as 
being married with three small 
children, however decided to 
enlist into the Army. His wife 
Ella took his place at the plant. 

On 4 April, 1944 at Fort 
Sheridan, Illinois, Patton en- 
listed into the United States 
Army. After Basic and Ad- 
vanced training as a Can- 
noneer, and qualifying with 
the .30 cal. Carbine, Patton was 
assigned to Battery C, 
749thField Artillery Battalion 
and departed the United States 
on 27 December, 1944 for the 
Western Pacific. He returned 
back to the United States on 17 
December, 1945. On 2 January, 
1946 at the Separation Center 
Camp McCoy Wisconsin, Pat- 
ton received an Honorable Dis- 
charge and received the 
Asiatic-Pacific Theater Service 
Medal with two overseas serv- 
ice bars, and the Good Conduct 
Medal. 

Returning home to his fam- 
ily, Patton worked at numerous 
jobs, working at a milk plant in 
Detroit, building log cabins for 
Bellaire Log Cabins, Boyne

Falls Log Homes, East Jordan 
Creamery, and following re- 
tirement, at the East Jordan 
Landfill. He enjoyed visiting 
with family and friends, being 
outdoors, hunting, fishing, 
playing cards, and the occa- 
sional Sunday drive with no 
destination in mind just to see 
where he ended up. On 23 Octo- 
ber, 1998, Herman H. BO Pat- 
ton answered the final call and 
is being honored by his family.

Petoskey's Festival on the Bay to dissolve 


The sun has set on 
Petoskey’s Festival on the 
Bay. The Petoskey Cham- 
ber’s Board of Directors 
voted recently to dissolve the 
festival after 17 years due to 


financial concerns. The festi- 


val was hosted by the 
Petoskey Regional Chamber 
of Commerce since it was 
formed in 2003. Carlin 
Smith, the organization’s 
president, said the decision 
to dissolve the festival did 
not come easily. 

“We probably should have 
ended it after 2018, but we 
tried one more year to turn 
things around and we 
weren’t successful,” Smith 
said. He says the major chal- 
lenge was a decline in spon- 
sorship revenue, but says a 
number of factors con- 
tributed to the decision. “We 
lost money in three of the 
last five years, and the festi- 
val’s savings were depleted,” 
Smith said. “The Chamber 
just can’t assume the finan- 
cial risk of continuing to try 
to turn it around,” he added. 

The festival was created in 
2003 upon a recommendation 
of the Hyett-Palma Study, a 
study conducted in 1999 on 
behalf of Downtown 
Petoskey which said the city 
should have a signature festi- 
val. At the time, the third 
weekend in August was cho- 
sen because that was consid- 
ered the “shoulder season” 
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for tourism and the chamber 
had hoped to extend the sum- 
mer business activity. 
Organizers with the cham- 
ber say the first festival com- 
bined some existing 
community events into one 
weekend including the 
Petoskey Jazz Festival, what 
was then the Petoskey Area 
Jaycees Arts and Crafts 
Show, and the Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council Lake 
Expo. The chamber added 
Shepler’s Bay Cruises, the 
Odawa Jiimaan Challenge (a 
canoe race across the Bay), a 
Petoskey Stone Hunt, anda 
Celebration of the Sunset. 
The festival evolved over 
the years to include a greater 
variety of entertainment, a 
children’s area, and a variety 
of food vendors. Festivalgo- 
ers of the past will remem- 
ber bands including Mitch 
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Ryder and the Detroit 
Wheels, the zydeco sounds of 
the Mud Bugs, and more re- 
cent performances by the Ac- 
cidentals and this year, Laith 
Al-Saadi. In past years the 
festival featured train rides, 
tall ships, petting zoos, chalk 
art, duck races, a Shake- 
speare Troupe, and street 
performers. One of the pop- 
ular attractions over the 
years has been the speed- 
painting work of local artist 
Martina Hahn. A staple of 
every festival has been per- 
formances by the Petoskey 
Steel Drum Band. 

“We always tried to stay 
away from the traditional 
festival events like parades 
and fireworks and focused 
more on getting people down 
to our waterfront area to 
show off Petoskey’s beauty,” 
said Nikki Devitt, the cham-

Consider composting those fallen leaves 


One of Michigan’s best au- 
tumn activities is catching the 
yellows, reds and bronzes of 
aspen, beech, maple and oak 
trees as they prepare for win- 
ter. Once that brilliant color 
show is over, many homeown- 
ers turn to raking leaves. 

To dispose of leaves, some 
people burn them. Cities and 
townships often prohibit this, 
though. Debris burning is rec- 
ognized as Michigan’s No. 1 
cause of wildfires. In 2018, 
DNR wildland firefighters re- 
sponded to more than 300 
fires, and nearly 100 of those 
were caused by debris burn- 
ing. City and township fire de- 
partments were called to 
suppress out-of-control debris 
fires at the local level, too. 

“Debris fires started with 
leaves, grass clippings and 
other light materials are diffi- 
cult to manage and can be 
spread by wind,” said Dan 


Laux, state fire supervisor 
with the DNR. “Fires can 
quickly grow out of control 
and threaten homes and forest 
lands.” 

An easier and safer solu- 
tion? Composting, which in- 
volves scooping leaves into a 
pile or containing them in a 
bin and letting them naturally 
decompose. Veggie scraps, cof- 
fee grounds and eggshells also 
can be added, cutting down on 
kitchen waste; just don’t add 
items like meat scraps that 
can smell bad and attract 
pests. 

“Composting is an easy way 
to take care of fall leaves and 
has the added benefit of cut- 
ting down on smoke and air- 
borne particles that can 
aggravate asthma and other 
respiratory conditions,” said 
Jenifer Dixon, an air quality 
specialist at the state’s Depart- 
ment of Environment, Great

The 
new ordinance pro- 
vides a more stringent 
regulation of storm 
water discharge origi- 
nating within the City 
and establishes regula- 
tions for storm water 
management. Boyne 
City, Charlevoix, and 
Charlevoix County are 
in the process of adopt- 
ing similar ordinances. 
Charlevoix County will 
administer the ordi- 
nance on behalf of the 
Cities. The ordinance 
will be presented for 
adoption at East Jor- 
dan’s next regular 
meeting. 

In other business, 
Commissioners ap- 
proved harbor boat slip 
rental rates for the 
2020 season, approved 
a payment for the city 
water storage tank 
project and approved a 
contract change order 
for the current water 
and sewer infrastruc- 
ture project.
